hand, for safety, Although last winter stock 
only required to be fed two weeks. 


The Alberta Railway & Coal Company 
applies for incorporation sith power to con- 
struct, equip and operate a line of railway 
from a point on the railway of the Norti- 
western Coal & Navigation Company at or 
near Lethbridge in a southerly direction to 
the boundary line and to connect the saine 
with any railway inthe Territory of Montana, 
and to laase the railway of such company or 
otherwise make arrangements for the 
joint operation of the same. Also with power 
to amalgamate with or acquire the property 
of the Northwestern Navigation and Coal 
Company and for other purposes. 

Commercial, September 17th: The chill 
(for it could hardly be called a frost) 
which spread over nearly one half the prov 
ince on the 8th of August caught some 
wheat in the blossom, and where it did, the 
crop was practically a total loss. On the 
other hand adjacent fieldsa few days later 
orearlier were left uninjured. * * = * 
Within the last two weeks some localities 
have again been visited by frost, but a very 
large proportion of our wheat area has 
escaped entirely. The damage from these 
later frosts will be slight compared with that 
of the 8th of August, but it has been scatter- 
ed in such an irregular manner over patches 
here and there, that it is impossible to esti- 
mate ut present its actual extent. 

An independent liberal conservative as- 
sociation was formed at Moosomin to bring 
out an opponent to Hon. E. Dewdney. The 
nomination was offered to J. G. Turriff, M 
L. of Carlyle, who declined. It was then too 
late to seek another candidate. The inde- 
pendents, so the Courier says, accuse the 
wembers of the senior conservative associa- 
tion of work ing not for the good of the party 
but for their own private interests. They 
objected to Mr. Dewdney's candidature be- 
cause he had been thrust upon the constitu- 
ency, and to him because he had not lad the 
courtsey to address the electors of Moosomin. 
They also objected to the course of the late 
member on his retirement. The Courier re- 
presents the senior conservative association. 


Harvesting in South Dakota commenced 
about August 5th and was completed by 
August 28th. In North Dakota it commen- 
ced about August 21st and ended about 
September 10th. Owing to dry hot weather 
after July 18th and a heavy frost on August 
16th much of the wheat is small and shrunk- 
en. The yield will not average over 12 
bushels to the aere. Resides the damage by 
drouth and frost the chinch bug and cut 
worm have done consideratle damage in 
some parts of the Territory. Places that 
gent out only No. 1 hard and No. 1 northern 
last year will send out only No. 2 this year. 
Oats will be a light yield and with light 
grain. In many places they are rusted bad- 
ly. Barley is also a light yield and light 

in. 

The Winnipeg Sun has accomplished a 
startling change of front ou the Hudson's 
Buy railway question, It opposes provincial 
uid to the construction of the railway. It 
exenses it former advocacy of the scheme on 
the following grounds: It was all very well 
to talk when talk was cheap and matters 
looked as if any cash consideration was an 
uncertain thing of the distant future; but it 
has now assumed the grave position of 
dollars and cents, and the question is asked 
in the deepest sincerity, “*‘Manitobans what 
are you going todo about it?’ Ground as 
we were under thefheel of monopoly the en- 
thusiasin begotten of the cry that a railway to 
Hudson's Bay would peage an antidote for all 
our ills was pardonabie. But the conditions 
have entirely changed. Monopoly has been 
swept away, competition in railways has 
heen secured, Every possible argument in 
favor of the scheme has beer put forward, 
aifirmed und reaffirmed until by virtue of 
this constant reiteration people have almost 
came to believe in the glowing picture. The 
Sun is not opposcd to reasonable aid being 
given the Hudson's Bay railway, butit thinks 
it is ahead of time, there is no “pressing 
hecessity” for it, that there is time enough 
when the province has u population of four 
or five bundred thonsand people; that we 
know entirly too little about the scheme; 
that the prevince should not incur a liability 
wreater than it can pay in order to secure it; 
that under no circumstances should direct 
taxation be resorted to in order to consplete 
the road; that it does not possess the charm 
for us that it did when,it was looked to as an 
emancipation from monopoly, and that it 
should not be forced down our throats inme- 
diately and before we want it, because i 
handful of self-interested pushers are ina 
position of derperatlion, and are Seeking to 
rush,it through.” By taking the foregoing 
line of argument, in view of its former pro- 
testationa, the Sun has given good grounds 
for questioning the sincerity of Manitobans 
on any public question, ar has wore than 
jusrified the severest criticisms passed’ pon 
them during the late agitation by the eustera 
papers.
